Tho feature of the day was the presi­ 
dent's visit to the fair, 
which is in 
progress at Raleigh. Here he delivered 
an address which dealt with the im­ 
portant 
questions of railway 
owner­ 
ship and the 
organization of capital 
and labor. 
I tis speech was given close 
attention and he frequently was inter­ 
rupted by hearty applause. 
Hp was 
accompanied 
to the fair 
grounds by

Are Living in Tacoma 


The following are a few excerpts from 
a letter written by Mrs. R. F. Walters 
from Tacoma, Wash., to Miss Kila Rob­ 
inson of this city: 
‘’Dear friends: 
“This letter although 
addressed to 
one may be of interest to you all. 
You 
certainly should have had word from us 
long ago, especially because of your 
kindly wishes for us at our departure 
from Brainerd. 
“Since th a t time we certainly have 
been wanderers and we are still far 
from being settled. 
Ho far we are lik 
ing th e climate on the coast very much, 
even though it does rain occasionally. 
Today, it is clear and sunny, pleasantly 
cool, and by old timers is called a typi­ 
cal pleasant winter day. 
W e have been 
having rain lately, which has served to 
freshen the grass, wash otT all vegeta 
tion and also enliven business. 
Every­ 
one seems to be busy here, making the 
dollars in any way they can. 
“ Mr. Walters is at work for Fisher, 
the shoeman, and we are occuping two 
house keeping rooms near the center of 
the city. 
We are th us covering our ex 
penses and at the same time, trying to 
look about us and learn what we can of 
conditions and prospects. 
T h a t we will 
locate in Tacoma is a decided uncertain­ 
ty, although, it bids fair to be a great 
city. 
“The Tacoma Eastern anil the C hica­ 
go Milwaukee roads ,have just 
com 
pleted extensive deals for tide land-, 
and J. J. Hill has intimated th a t there 
is something more in prospect. 
New 
industries are springing into life, aver­ 
aging about two a m onth we are told. 
T h e harbor here is unquestionably re­ 
markably good. 
For Commencement 
bay here was unruffled, while ships had 
much difficulty at the m o u th of the 
Columbia and at San Francisco during 
the recent stormy weather. 
It is also 
reported that the Minnesota and Dako­ 
ta will be obliged to load a t Tacoma 
rather than at Seattle. 
All these things 
help to make us believe t h a t it is the 
City of Destiny, although ive are not 
Tacoma boosters or knockers. 
“This letter was not finished yester­ 
day so it must be ‘continued in our 
next.' 
It is beautiful weather, better 
could not be wished for. 
Mr. Walters 
is off work today, looking after a few 
m atters of business th a t need attention. 
It is quite possible t h a t we’ll be wicked 
Sunday and take a trip by boat to Fox 
Island, reputed to be a coining ‘Garden 
of Eden’, or something similar. 
“J u s t what our final decision will be 
about this country we ourselves do not 
know. 
We may yet return to Brainerd 
to remain 
for the rest of our natural 
lives, although so far, we like the coast 
climate better than Minnesota heat and 
cold. 
Confinement at store work is not 
good for Mr. W alters in c a sto r west. 
“B ut I have not told you of our trip 
out and some of the interesting experi­ 
ences we have had.

SENTIMENTS WITH 
THE RIGHT RING 


Meeting of Business and Profes­ 


sional Men and Others Held 


Last Night 


DISCUSS IMPORTANT MATTERS 


The Theme of Discussion was the 


Opening Up of the Stores in 


The Evening 


There was a representative meeting 
of the business men and merchants of 
the city last night in the Commercial 
Club rooms. There wore those there 
who had received intimations as to 
what the object of the meeting was, but 
most of those who assembled were in 
the dark. 
The meeting turned out to 
be a good opening for tho exchange of 
opinions on matters of vital interest to 
the city, with added suggestions as to 
the remedy for existing evils and a gen­ 
eral discussion of all those things which 
tend to promote the best that goes to 
make up a good live city. 
The general expression wKs that tho 
business men of the city were to blame 
largely for the rather unpleasant adver­ 
tising th at the city has had this sum­ 
mer, but even under the conditions as 
now existing those w?ho were present 
last night were decidedly on the other 
side of the fence and pointed out where 
Brainerd was not any worse otT than a 
lot of other cities in the northwest and 
was not as bad as some of them. 
Under the head of the good of the 
tow'n the general themes discussed wore 
the matters of opening the stores even­ 
ings and devising some plan to throttle 
the “catalogue house*1 business. 
I he 
questions were discussed for several 
hours and gone into pro and con, but it 
was finally decided that the question of 
opening tho stores evenings should bo 
left to the merchants themselves and a 
motion prevailed to this effect. 
From the information gleaned last 
night the “catalogue house' 
business 
in Brainerd has grown to be quite a 
monster and it is going to take some cf 
fort to eradicate the wrong, for it is cor 
tainly a wrong when it is known that in 
the case of one large supply house alone 
a shopman was given a So case note to 
distribute ob catalogues among his fel­ 
low employees at the shops. 
During the course of discussion other 
matters of importance teethe ccommer- 
cial interests of the city were touched 
upon. 
It was one of the most interest­ 
ing meetings in this direction that has 
ever been held, for it was a sort of heart 
to heart talk, and suflice to say that 
there were never more loyal men to their 
town than those who gathered last 
night. 
The discussion of the catalogue busi­ 
ness, the opening of the stores, taxes, 
etc., etc., was not the only thing touched 
upon either. There was one little mat­ 
ter th at came up that was given a quiet 
us by Mayor Con O'Brien and when it 
fell the dull sickening th u d could have 
been heard at International Falls. A 
suggestion that Brainerd be “opened 
up” th a t there was not “sport” enough 
in Brainerd to get men to come here 
and spend money brought May or O'Brien 
to his feet aud he declared in emphatic 
tones that as long as he was mayor of 
the city there would be no more wide 
open policy than there is at the present 
time. 
It was during the remarks of 
J u le C . Jamieson that this gentleman 
among other things referred to this 
matter. 
Mayor O'Brien expressed it as 
his belief that so far as the saloon busi­ 
ness was concerned that he thought the 
man behind the bar was just as good as 
the man infront of the bar,‘but there 
should be limitations even in the saloon 
business and he would see to it that 
during his reign of office that there 
would be no “opening up" process, and 
if this kind of a policy is pursued then 
he would resign. “Furthermore,” declar­ 


ed the mayor in an emphatic manner. 
“ I want to state to this body of gentle 
men here that I had not been mayor 
two weeks when I was offered $150 a 
month if I would allow things to open 
up, but I am not built th at way and do 
not have to get money that way.'' There 
was no more said about “wide open 
business. 
H. R. Wise was selected chairman of 
the meeting and E. C. Griffith secretary. 
Chairman Wise called on M. K. Swartz 
to explain the object of the meeting. 
Mr. Hwnrtz stated that the meeting was 
callod to discuss matters of interest to 
tho city. “All the merchants,” he .-.aid 
“certainly want to do something to bet 
terconditions. 
One thingthat hasbeen 
suggested is to improve the appearance 
of the city at night. 
People say our 
town is deserted, and the question of 
opening tho stores evenings has been 
suggested as a befitting one to discuss 
here. 
I have also made a study of the 
catalogue business done here and am 
thoroughly convinced that if the stores 
were opened evenings that much of this 
business would bo stopped." 
Mr. Wise stated th at he was atXorth- 
ome a short time ago and actually the 
town looked Iivlier at night than it does 
in 
Brainerd, and ho thought that the 
stores should be opened up. 
C. C. Kyle who was present was asked 
about the conditions at the shops, 
fie 
stated that the prospects for tho winter 
were very bright. 
The order for the 
building of I,(XX) stock cars at the shops 
hail already been 
received and Mr. 
Kyle stated th a t the N. P. shops here 
would also do the forging for the cars to 
be built at South Tacoma. 
ll. W. Linnemann in speaking of the 
question of opening the stores stated 
th a t he was willing to try it. but it was 
a question whether it would pay. 
F. C. Bane thought it might be tried 
and was whiling if the merchants so d e­ 
cided among themselves. 
Mayor O'Brien stated that it might 
help appearances some to have the stores 
opened anti suggested that they try it 
for four nights in rh** week, closing on 
Tuesdays and Fridays. 
Mr. O’Brien 
did not think it would help his business 
much. 
A, L. Hoffman did not think it would 
help business any to keep open. 
John Carlson said if there was any­ 
thing to be gained by it he was willing 
to open up, but he did not believe th at 
I tho extra trade 
would cover the ex 
pense. 
J. T. Frater thought that closing the 
stores af 0:30o'clock was a decided hard 
ship to the farmers in particular. 
( i. D. LaBar was rather of the opinion 
th a t a great deal could be done in the 
matter of making displays in the win­ 
dows and showing the people what wa- 
to be offered. 
Speaking of business gen­ 
erally Mr. LaBar stated that so far as 
conditions here w-ero concerned it was 
not any worse th an other places. Brain­ 
erd is passing through a shifting period, 
the lumber industry having virtually 
been discontinued. 
Brainerd is pass­ 
ing through what hundreds of other 
towns have passed through under the 
same conditions in Northern Wisconsin- 
and other Minnesota towns, but after 
the 
transition 
he 
thought 
th at 
things would shape themselves and th a t 
Brainerd is yet destined to be one of the 
best towns in the state. 
There is a bet- 
feeling now even than for some time. 
Ii. F. Michael stated that he was 
sorry to see this movement of opening 
the stores, on. 
Ile did not see what 
could be gained and then he stated th a t 
ho did not think it was right for him to 
ask girls to go into his store and work 
from early morning until J o'clock at 
night. This history of the dry goods 
business will confirm the statement that 
most of the buy ing is done in the day 
time. 
I). Skauge thought it would give the 
city a better appearance if the stores 
were open evenings. 


M. T. Dunn th o u g h t that one of the 
most vital questions confronting tin' 
people was the “catalogue house” busi­ 
ness. 
Ile has had experience in this 
m atter in the southern part of the state 


and gave some valuable information 
along the line suggested earlier in the 
evening of 
organizing 
a 
campaign 
against this business. 
A. E. Moberg’s sentiments were de­ 
cidedly in favor of early closing. 
II© 
could not see where anything would be 
gained 
by keeping the stores open 
nights. 
A. J. Kalsted suggested th a t a com­ 
mittee of three be appointed to take the 
matter up with tho merchants them­ 
selves: that it was not for tile bankers, 
lawyers, editors, etc., to decide upon 
this question. 
Mr. Ilalsted gave a few 
excellent remarks on other matters of 
importance. 
M. Mahlum said it would net make 
any difference in the lumber business, 
but had often heard many kicks from 
the farmers that they could not get in­ 
to the stores in the evenings. 
ll. I. Cohen thought the majority of 
the merchants should decide this mat­ 
ter. 
J. C. Jamieson dwelt at length on the 
evil of the "catalogue house" business 
and then made the frank statement 
that he was responsible for calling the 
meeting. 
He thought chat the town 
should be opened up some and gave his 
reason why he thought so. 
It was at 
this point that Mayor O'Brien took oc­ 
casion to tell the gentlemen present 
I 
what his policy would be. 
J. W. Koop was not in favor of open- ; 
ing stores in the evening. 
C. M. Patek stated he did 
not think 
the city would derive any benefit from 
opening the stores evenings. 
J. F. McGinnis was in favor of the 
matter but he dwelt at length on the 
importance of the merchants pulling to- 
gether on questions of importance to 
themselves. 
M. K. Swartz referred slightly to the 
matter of taxation, but there was no 
furtherdisciission. 
He showed by some 
tax receipts the terrible increase in 
taxes on his house and lots on Bluff 
avenue. 
A. L. Hoffman thought th a t the city 
could afford to rebate taxes on property 
of industries like the Brainerd Lumber 
company and was in favor of offering 
such an inducement to this very con­ 
cern. 
A. K. Moberg thought taxation had 
done more to hurt the town than any 
other one thing. 
J. M. Elder offered as a suggestion 
that Brainerd go after some of the 
smaller 
industries. 
These 
in 
time 
would grow, and this is what would 
make the city. 
To minutely give the remarks of all 
those who spoke would cover pages, but 
during the evening it was brought out 
that there are some good things instore 
for Brainerd and withal the meeting 
was certainly an interesting one. 
The matter of the opening of the 
stores evening> was referred to tin* mer­ 
chants themselves to take what action 
they saw tit.
